By the Associated Press 
WASHINGTON, March 9.— Presi­ 
dent Wilson’s

Hitchcock outlining a new stand on 
reservations to the peace treaty gave 
a new angle today to the ratification 
fight in the senate, where debate 
has been limited by unanimous con­ 
sent in an effort to hurry a de­ 
cision. 
Although the President did not 
say what reservations he would ac­ 
cept or reject, he said that almost 
all the reservations suggested were 
"in effect the virtual nullification of 
th© pact." To weaken Article IO of 
the league of nations covenant, the 
President said, would be to cut “the 
very heart" from it. Especial interest 
was evidenced by senators in that 
part of the letter dealing with mili­ 
taristic ambitions of the other great 
powers. The President declared that 
the military party of France was in 
control of the government there and 
that “imperialistic policies were by 
no means dead in the councils of 
the nations whom we most trust.’* 
W ithout Article IO, he said, there 
could be no certainty of the renun­ 
ciation of plans for territorial ag­ 
grandizement.

Prehistoric People 
Of New Mexico Surely 
Understood Irrigation 


By the Associated Press 
ALBUQUERQUE, N. M., March 8 . 
—That prehistoric peoples of New 
Mexico did a good deal of irrigating 
is indicated by the remains of canals 
and ditches found in the state, as 
well as other parts of the southwest, 
according to H. F. Robinson, head 
of the Indian irrigation bureau here. 
The remains of 21 miles of ditches 
built by the Pueblo Indians alone are 
to be found, and there are evidences 
of elaborate water systems at the 
ruins of the Gran Quivira, southeast 
of Albuquerque, and in the 
Salt 
River valley in Arizona. These ditch­ 
es were all dug by hand, according 
to Mr. Robinson, and the clay banks 
and bed were constructed where the 
way lay over a sandy plain, while 
the methods of blasting through the 
rocks was to heat the rocks, crack 
them with large stones, and remove 
them from the way.
